Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 12.—The out- 


standing points of interest in the coal 
mining- situation today were the recep- 
tion by members of the United Mine 
Workers of America, of the order of i 
their chiefs, calling off the -strike, and 
the probable outcome of the conference 
of miners representatives and operators 
with Secretary of Labor Wilson Friday. 


Reports of the number of men re- 


turning to work were slow in reaching 
international headquarters of the mine 
•workers here, chiefly because the order 
rescinding the strike call of t October 
15 had not yet been received in many 
districts and because many local un- 
ions will hold meetings before deciding 
•whether to return to the mine. 
Dispatches received up to this time, 


while not clearly defining the attitude 
of the men as a whole, were believed 
to indicate that the workers will con- 
tinue on strike only in isolated cases. 
It was pointed out by miners' officials 
that several days would be required to 
determine to what extent their order 
had been obeyed".

• Officials of the union, members of the 
scale committee and executive board 
and district presidents who will attend 
the negotiation conference Friday, were 
resting here today after their arduous 
sessions of Monday and yesterday, and 
probably will not start for Washing- 
ton before la.te tonight or early tomor- 
row morning. One representative from 
each bituminous district in the United 
States, in addition to the international 
officials and the scale committee will at- 
tend the meeting. - 


The minergv"exec"uT;Tves, needed but a 
few minutes to reach a decision to 
accept a .telegraphic invitation by Sec- 
retary of Labor Wilson to meet the 
operators in Washington Friday and 
resume wage negotiations. 
The mes- 
sages reached the miners during a meet- 
ing late yesterday simultaneously with 
a telegram sent to acting President 
John L. Lewis by Thomas T. Brew- 
ster, chairman of the operators scale 
committee, requesting that the scale 
committee of the miners in the central 
competitive field meet the operators 
in Washington Monday to "negotiate a 
contract to be in force up one expira- 
tion of the contract now in effect." 


The • union leaders 
were 
equally 
prompt in their decision, to disregard 
the offer of the operators and imme- 
diately sent a reply to Mr. Brewster 
stating that they had accepted the in- 
vitation-of the secretary of labor. 


According to miners chiefs Secretary 
Wilson's message was timed an hour 
earlier than that of Mr. Brewster. and- 
did not put any limitations on the rep- 
resentation the miners should have at 
the meeting. 
Under the impression 
that Mr. Brewster must have received 
a duplicate of the message sent them 
by Mr- Wilson, officials of the miners 
declared they saw in the operators of- 
•tfer a deliberate attemtp to entrap the 
miners into tacit acknowledgement of 
the 
existence of a wage agreement. 
which the coal workers contend has ex- 
pired. 
They also read into the Brew- 
ster message an effort to dictate the 
terms under which negotiations would 
toe resumed, in the proposal that the 
central, competitive field scale commit- 
tee meet the operators. 


NO OHIO MINERS ARE 


BACK ON JOB TODAY

as being the sentiment of a portion of 
the approximately

The situation in the Illinois fields was 
complicated further by the possibility 
of insurgents who caused trouble last 
summer, renewing their activities, ac- 
cording to the union men. In Kansas, 
where 10.000 men normally are employ- 
ed, unrest was said to prevail, and it 
was doubtful if that 
state,

feeling a'-fiiel shortage, would see a 
very considerable resumption of produc- 
tion immediately. 
That ma.ny of the miners would re- 
turn to work was agreed, notably, in 
the Alabama, Texas, Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania coal areas.

Adoption of cloture requires a two- 


thirds vote. While the signers of the 
cloture petition were Democrats, Sen- 
ator Underwood, Democrat, Alabama, 
who circulated the petition, said it was 
assured of considerable Republican sup- 
port.

League of Nations covenant stood be- 
fore the' senate again today as the sub-

Both the Republican and Democratic 


leaders were blaming the other for the

in Grateful Memory. 


Marshal Foch is taking a particular 


satisfaction at this time of the con- 
summation of a great victory to pay 
homage to the fame of Lazare Hoche, 
the famous young- general TUio escaped 
the Revolutionary guillotine eventual- 
ly to command that army of the Sam- 
bre-et-Meuse •which, though at 
first 


disorganized, 
badly fed and badly 


equipped, performed the brilliant seven | 
months' campaign 
•which, established j 


the reputation of French arms on both 
sides of the Rhine. To this day at 
Weissenthurm stands a monument to 
Its memory and that of its brilliant 
young chief. !Xo wonder Marshal Foch 
takes pleasure in recalling Lazare 
Hoche to his countrymen. Of Hoche 
it is said that he once proudly wrote 
to the minister for war of his day, |i 
"Je suis la patrie." The French of \\ 
the present century -would throw up 
their hats at such a sentiment as en- 
thusiastically as the contemporaries of 
Hoche and Rouget de Lisle. With the 
great mass of them, though they do 
not perhaps express it so tersely, Foch 
Is "la patrie" in the sense that he cer- 
tainly stands for them as "la Tictolre" 
personified. 


High Heels Lessen Vitality. 


High heels prevail in spite of the 


promise of something wiser in build 
coming into popular favor. 
Tet, to 


quote a well-known doctor: "No wo- 
man pretends that she is comfortable 
when wearing high heels nor can she 
hope to be graceful when wearing 
them, for the body is thrown out of 
poise and the action of the feet is re- 
stricted. More serious than her awk- 
wardness is the eventual injury to her 
health. For in the effort to preserve 
her equilibrium the shoulders are 
thrown forward, depressing the chest;

What actual disability Is Involved 


In the Iqss of one eye? Accident in- 
suranqe? companies usually estimate 
It at {XKper cent, but Sir Arthur Pear- 
son tojcl the British committee on the 
administration. Of soldiers' and sailors' 
pensions tli»tvthls was absolutely ab- 
surd, and suggested 25 per cent as a 
more reasonable estimate. 


It depends largely upon the time of 


life at" which the eye is lost. By 
binocular vision, says the Lancet, we 
fuse two 'slightly dissimilar Images 
of an object, which are focussed upon 
the two-fetlnas* and this enables us 
to estimate, correctly tlie relative po- 
sition or distance of objects. This 
power, however,t'Is not confined to 
those of us wh'o possess two good 
eyes. The man,who has been blind in 
one eye from"'infancy possesses It In 
almost equal perfection with the pos- 
sessor of two •ey'es. For many other 
factors unite to -compensate for the 
absence: of stereoscopic vision.J These 
are atmospheric 'and shadow effects*, 
parallax and, above all, memory of 
what the shape of objects really Is, 
according, to knowledge which has 
been acquired in,* early years, largely 
by the sense of touch. , 


On the other ,hand, if one -who pos- 


sesses this faculty is suddenly deprived 
of it he will -be- considerably handi- 
capped, especially at first. A woman 
may find she cannot pour from a tea- 
pot into a cup without spilling the tea. 
A hammerman may take some time 
before he can hit the nail. on the 
head with his former accuracy; indeed, 
whether or not he can ever attain it 
again is doubtful. 


WASTE COUNTRY MADE RICH 


Enormous Rubber Plantation in Su- 


matra Developed by American ' 


Industry in Ten Years. 


Perhaps the most surprising thing 


about the enormous rubber plantation 
that covers nearly 100,000 acres in 
Sumatra, recently described by a 
writer in Commerce and Finance, is 
that less than ten years ago one could 
have traveled these acres without see- 
ing a rubber tree. The land was ac- 
quired by an American company, and 
the rubber trees followed. Today they 
count up to something like 5,000,000, 
tended by an army of about 16,000 la- 
borers, most of wiipm come from the 
neighboring island'of Java. The land 
rises to a slight eminence overlooking 
the sea of rubber trees which stretches 
for miles in every direction, with here 
and there glimpses of the fine roads" 
over which motor cars travel the plan- 
tation on business or carry passengers 
between the bungalows of ~thte estate 
managers. Sixty-fi^e miles of narrow- 
gauge railway run /(through this re- 
markable rubber forest, with every 
tree raised in response to the twen- 
tieth century commercial demand for 
rubber.

The demands were^formulated 
and presented. The convention granted 
them by acclamation, and the reporters 
were given an ovation vjhen they filed 
back to their desks. So it was settled.
